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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to the Amendment 

The Amendment filed on 3/16/2007 in response to the previous Final Office Action 
(12/20/2006) is acknowledged, but has not been entered because the limitation "wherein said 
antibody binds specifically to an epitope in the ubiquitination-regulating domain of TSG101 protein 
found in amino acid residues 1-250 of SEQ ID NO: 1" has not been previously considered or 
searched. As such, the entrance of the amendment would require further consideration under 112, 
1 st paragraph, written description, as well as, the prior art. 

Claims 1, 4-16, 22-25, 31-32 and 37-50 are currendy pending. 

Claims 7-16, 22-25, 31-32, 37-42 and 44-45 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
drawn to non-elected inventions. 

Claims 1, 4-6, 43 and 46-50 are currendy under consideration. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in 
a prior Office Action. 

As Applicant's arguments appear to be solely drawn the amended claims recitation of 
"wherein said antibody binds specifically to an epitope in the ubiquitination-regulating domain of 
TSG101 protein found in amino acid residues 1-250 of SEQ ID NO: 1" which have not been 
entered, such arguments have not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 4, 6 and 43 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Li et al. 
(IDS, US 5,891,668, 1999) for the reasons set forth in the prior office action. 

Claims 1, 4-6, 43 and 46-50 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Brie et al. (US 5,892,016, 1999) for the reasons set forth in the prior office action. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and 
using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 46-50 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement for the reasons set forth in the prior office action.
